5.—The military critic of the Bourse 
Gazette reckons that the losses of the 
Austrians in prisoners is equal to 
their number of dead and wounded 
and places the fighting strength of 
Austria now at two-thirds of what it 
was at the beginning of the war.. He 
cites the smaller percentage of Aus­ 
trian artillery falling into Russian 
hands and says that since the second 
Austrian retreat from Poland the ar­ 
tillery is always withdrawn from the 
field before the final issue of the bat­ 
tle.

Stock Raisers Suffer from Quarantine 
Tho rigid quarantine* against flit* live stock of Ohio, owing 
to the effort to overcome the foot and mouth disease, has great­ 
ly harassed stock raisers and flit* opinion is held by many that 
the enforcement of this quarantine by state and national au­ 
thorities has been more strict than the situation has demanded. 
I hat it has brought serious losses and inconveniences to 
the owners of live stock is without dispute. 
Many farmers had perfectly healthy stock on hands—fat 
and ready to ship—and many had fed up all available feed and 
have found it both extremely difficult and a very expensive 
proposition to get, more, and the farmer’s best revenue pro­ 
ducers, Ids cattle and hogs, became an added burden rather than 
a dependable source of income. 
There has been a growing demand that these quarantine 
restrictions be modified, so as to permit, the shipment of healthy 
stock beyond the confines of the state to outside markets. 
It is being charged that packers and live stock buyers in 
the big markets oi this state have taken advantage of present 
untoward conditions and are profiting greatly by the influx of 
stock crowding in and the stock raiser's extremity in being un­ 
able to cross the state line into the larger markets of Pittsburg, 
Buffalo and (Chicago. 
These same conditions are seriously affecting local stock 
buyers also, in forbidding them access to the la rger markets.

At their best snlmou can jump 
at least ten feet above the surface, a 
feat achieved liy slapping the water 
with the powerful tnil and flexing the 
body until the head and tail all but 
m e e t—Philadelphia Ledger.

don's best shot: 
"Except with the putter there seems 
to be no shot in golf beyond Vardon's 
magic.
